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Springs Man 
Admits Killing 
Boss

Springs man has admitted killing his 

45-year-old boss during a fight that 
broke out while the two men were watching 
golf at the victim’s Amagansett home last 
year. 

Marc Dern pleaded guilty January 5 at Suf- 
folk County court to a charge of first-degree 
manslaughter in the February 5, 2022 death 
of Springs native Kevin Somers, a caddy mas- 
ter at the Maidstone Club in East Hampton. 

Suffolk County police, East Hampton Town 
police and autopsy results found that Dern 
placed Somers in a headlock, compressing 
the victim’s neck, which fractured the hyoid 
bone, causing his death. Somers was taken 
to Southampton Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Dern, 35, was not injured. He has been 
free on $150,000 bail since February. Suf- 
folk Judge John B. Collins is scheduled to 
sentence him on April 14. He faces up to 25 
years in prison, but is reportedly expected to 
receive 5 years as a part of his plea deal. 

The Kevin Somers Scholarship Fund was 
set up in the victim’s name, “to continue his 
legacy of sporting excellence for local student- 
athletes,” according to its GoFundMe page.

Group Blames Wind 
Farm for Hamptons 
Whale Death |

8 ae wind farm construction may be the 
cause of the death of a whale in Amagansett 
that was among six whales recently found dead in 


New York and New Jersey, environmentalists said. 


The New Jersey-based Clean Ocean Action called 
for a federal probe into the deaths of six whales that 
washed ashore over a 33-day span in areas being 
prepared for large-scale offshore wind farms. They 
also are asking for a halt to site work until the causes 
are determined. 

- “Ts it an omen?” Cindy Zipf, the group’s executive 
director, asked during a news conference January 
9, calling the rate of whale deaths in the two states 
unprecedented. “Is it an alarm? Never before have 
we had six whales wash up in 33 days.” 

She said survey boats explore the ocean floor 
using focused pulses of low-frequency sound in 
the same frequency that whales hear and commu- 
nicate, which could potentially harm or disorient 
the animals. But a prominent marine mammal 
stranding expert said that while the cause of the 
deaths is unknown, it could be a simple function 
of a larger-than-normal number of whales in the 
area this winter, with the number of deaths rising 
proportionately. ; 2 

And the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration said that, to date, no humpback whale 
— the’species accounting for most of the recent 
whale deaths in New Jersey and New York — has

been found to have been killed due to offshore wind 
activities. NOAA said it has been studying what 


it calls “unusual mortality events” involving 174 
humpback whales along the entire U.S. East Coast 


since January 2016, which predates offshore wind 
farm work in the region. 

The first whale in the spate of deaths was found in 
New Jersey on December 5. The Amagansett whale 
washed up the next day followed by another in New 
Jersey on December 10 and a fourth in Far Rocka- 
way on December 12. Two more whales washed up 
in Atlantic City on December 23 and January 7. 


Orsted, the Danish wind power developer that: 


will build two of three approved projects in the re- 
gion, said its current work off the New Jersey coast 
does not involve using sounds or other actions that 
could disturb whales. 

“As the world’s most sustainable energy company, 
we prioritize coexistence with our communities and 
marine wildlife,” said Maddy Urbish, the company’s 
head of government affairs for New Jersey. “When 
offshore, we combine human surveillance and state- 


of-the-art technical equipment to avoid any impact -

Community 
Preservation 
Revenues Took 
a Dive

fter the cyberattack on Suffolk County disrupted 


eports for several months, Assemblyman Fred 
W. Thiele Jr. announced last week that revenues for 
the Peconic Bay Community Preservation Fund (CPF) 
for the first 11 months of 2022 show a significant de- 
cline. A total of $160.78 million was collected from 
January through November of last year, while $195.05 
million was collected for the same period in 2021 — a 
decrease of 17.6%. 

“The impact of the Suffolk County cyberattack 
clouds the ability to make relevant month-to-month 
comparisons,” Thiele said. 

“Regardless,” he continued, “there can be no doubt 


that there has been a significant cooling of real estate 
activities on the East End in the last few. months. 
Whether it be attributed to the inevitable bursting 
of the COVID-19 market bubble, increased interest 
rates, stock market declines over 2022, predictions of 


a coming recession, or some combination of these fac-- 
tors, the conclusion must be that there has been a clear 


reduction in CPF revenues over the last three months.” 

The cyberattack disrupted real estate filings with 
the county during September, October and Novem- 
ber, which led to a delay in Thiele’s usual monthly 
reporting of the figures on the 2% tax on most East 
End real estate transactions, Those revenues go to 
the five towns for land preservation and water qual- 
ity initiatives. 

With the figures updated for the three-month pe- 
riod, Thiele reported Tuesday that the CPF generated 
$2.05 million in September, $7.24 million in October 
and $11.8 million in November for a combined $21.1 
million. During those same three months in 2021, a 
total of $50.3 million was collected. 

Still, the CPF generated $176.4 million in the last 12 
months thanks to some major sales in 2022. 

Since the program began in 1999, the fund has gen-

Revitalization Grant

he Suffolk in Downtown Riverhead (118 E. Main 

Street) shared details this week about how the 
historic theater will use a $2 million grant that was 
awarded as part of the $10 million Downtown Revi- 
talization Initiative announced by Governor Kathy 
Hochul in December. 

Gov. Hochul named The Suffolk among eight 
transformational projects in the Town of Riverhead’s 
revitalization initiative, and the $2 million (one of the 
largest individual grants) will be used to expand its 
back-of-house functions. 


Wednesday’s announcement offers specific plans 


for this expansion project at The Suffolk, including 
deepening the stage by 20 feet, adding a green room, 
six dressing rooms, artist restrooms, hospitality area, 
‘tour management office and laundry facilities, as well 
as other support areas such as storage and more. 
According to The Suffolk — which recently changed 
its name and put forward a new vision for the per- 
forming arts venue under Executive Director Gary 
Hygom — the outcomes of this project include: pre- 


senting larger acts both in physical size and celebrity; » 


presenting a wider variety of performing arts such as 
circus acts, family and children’s shows, theatrical 
productions and dance concerts, among other shows. 

The grant will also allow The Suffolk to accommo- 
date a wider breadth of community events and uses, 
including dance recitals, large-scale school events, 
educational workshops and offering a meeting space,

rehearsal space and more. Additionally, the proj- 
ect will give The Suffolk the ability to attract more 
visitors to the area, and strengthen the sustainability 
and longevity of the venue both structurally and or- 
ganizationally for many years to come. 

“With this support from the New York State Down- 
town Revitalization Initiative, The Suffolk will be able 
to play a large role in advancing Riverhead’s vibrant 
Downtown and enhancing residents’, visitors’ and 
businesses’ experience in the area,” the theater's an- 
nouncement explains, also noting, “As a cultural and 
economic anchor in Downtown Riverhead, The Suf- 
folk is an unwavering supporter of New York State’s 
Downtown Revitalization Initiative and its commit- 
ment to enhancing downtown areas like Riverhead 
for generations to come. The Suffolk is enormously 
proud to be a part of this initiative with its expansion 
project that will enhance arts and cultural activity in 
Downtown Riverhead.” 

“We are ever grateful to New York State’s Down- 
town Revitalization Initiative, the CDA, the Town of 
Riverhead, and everyone who helped facilitate this 
grant award,” theater co-owner Bob Castaldi adds. 
“This award is going to allow us to finally complete 
the vision we had 17 years ago of making this theater 
a true performing arts center. With an expanded 


space, we'll be able to do bigger and better things for 
our community than we ever have before. Looking 
back at what we’ve been able to accomplish with the 
limited space we currently have, we are so excited to 
see what our future holds.” 


Additional Downtown Revitalization 
Initiative Projects 

Along with $2 million for The Suffolk, Hochul an- 
nounced seven more awards for projects in Down- 
town Riverhead that will “enhance streetscapes and 
public spaces, expand arts and cultural activity, and 
(increase) housing and business opportunities. 

These awards include plans to add “enhanced 
streetscapes and public gathering places,” such 
as $3,240,000 for creating a new town square; 
$245,000 to enhance Peconic Park with an adaptive 
playground; $750,000 for enhancing the pedestrian 
realm along Main Street with additional safety mea- 
sures at key intersections, and installing new trees 
and landscaping; and $250,000 for a rowing facility 
on the Peconic River. 

Awards for “expanded arts and cultural activity” 
include $215,000 for a new entrance and welcome 
center at the library; and $250,000 to implement a 
public art program. 

A final $2,750,000 grant, for “increased housing 
and business opportunities,” will be used to con- 
struct a new mixed-use development with workforce 
housing and retail/commercial space lining a public 
parking structure. 

“We are committed to revitalizing Long Island, 
and these investments will create.a more walkable, 
vibrant downtown that will benefit generations of 
New Yorkers who call Riverhead home,” Hochul said. 

The Suffolk’s owners Bob and Dianne Castaldi 


‘spent eight years restoring the former Suffolk The- 


ater, an Art Deco venue built in 1933, eventually - 

opening in March of 2013. This grant marks the next 

phase in the historic structure’s evolution as one of 

the East End’s most beloved performing arts venues.

Neighbors

new movie about the Hamptons 

debuted on December 2. Called 
Angry Neighbors, it stars four-time 
Tony winner Frank Langella, Tony 
winner Stockard Channing, Cheech 
Marin and Tony nominee Bobby 
Cannavale. 

Here’s how the promoters of the 
film describe it. 

“When his ultra-wealthy neighbor 
in the Hamptons builds an obnoxious 
megamansion next door, grumpy re- 
tired novelist Harry March concocts 
an elaborate scheme for revenge that 
is destined to go hilariously wrong.” 

In many ways, this is a movie that 
needed to be made. Twice in recent 
years, the residents of the Hamptons 
— specifically Sagaponack and South- 
ampton — got all fired up in opposi- 
tion to monster oceanfront projects 
that celebrated unimaginable excess. 
One, a house of 110,000 square feet 
with 30 bedrooms, was completed 
and occupied and is now shielded 
from prying eyes by a forest full of 
newly planted evergreens. People still 
grumble about it. Others have ac- 
cepted it. The other, a French castle 
with great turrets rising above the 
legal limit, 20 bedrooms and 
a shark-infested aquarium, 
got partially completed, 
lived in for a while that way 
(Calvin Klein had it in the 
end), and then finally got 
torn down. 

One good thing that came of 
this outsized opulence was new zon- 
ing limits that now mute the hoopla, 
so to speak. And another result was a 
book, a stunning bestselling work of 
fiction by novelist Roger Rosenblatt 
called Latham Rising that appeared 
in 2006. Latham is the fictional bil- 
lionaire. Rising is what his gigantic 
mansion is doing on a peninsula of 
land that borders Georgica Pond in 
East Hampton. And one person who 
plots to destroy this monstrosity be- 
fore it can be completed — its banging 
construction will take years — is a re- 
tired novelist who lives alone with his 
dog in an old saltbox on a tiny island 
in the middle of the pond — and often 
talks to his dog, who talks back. 

Indeed, this film is based on Rosen- 
blatt’s book. It says so in the credits. 
But Rosenblatt, for a long time, didn’t 
think it would ever get completed.

Its production was delayed for two 
years by COVID, and in the end, after 
his screenplay was discarded and its 
friendly director Charlie Kessler re- 
placed with someone else, it became 
so unlike his book that he asked that 
his name be taken off the credits. 
It wasn’t, but it was reduced from 

“screenplay by” to just “based on 
the book Latham Rising by 
Roger Rosenblatt.” 

Well, I streamed it on 
Amazon Prime last Sun- 
day night and my wife and 
I watched it. Neither of us 

liked it. Which will probably 
mean it will be a blazing hit. 


For instance, the new title for the © 


film — it was originally called Latham 
Rising before the pandemic hit — was 
now changed, inaccurately, to Angry 
Neighbors. I say inaccurately because 
there’s only one fellow in the film 
who is angry about things. The other 
neighbors, the real estate broker, the 
construction company owner and so 
forth, are in the movie very pleased 
with this homage to greed, since they 
financially benefit from its construc- 
tion. It should have correctly been 
called Angry Neighbor, since there is 
just this one. But that would not sell 
theater tickets, I suppose. 

Before I get to the meat of this film 
and what we liked and didn’t like, 
I should pass along a scene which 
was written as the opening scene in 
Rosenblatt’s book and which I consid- 
er a masterpiece. Was it to be included

in the movie? Yup. And was it? Yup. 

In the opening scene in the book, 
it’s a sunny Saturday morning on 
Georgica Pond and, as she does every 
morning at 7 a.m., local real estate 
broker Kathy Polite appears along- 
side one of the other grand homes 
on that pond, walks across its lawn 
and down to the end of a dock, stops, 
smiles, then slowly removes all her 
clothes, one by one, until finally na- 
ked, she dives smartly into the pond 
to start her day. Foes 

Thus does Miss Polite (pronounced 
Po-leet as in “Elite”) market herself to 
all the wealthy folks living by the pond 
who watch her while pretending not 
to. She will be your favorite real estate 
broker. 

And from that opening, in the 
movie, the whole thing falls apart, 
at least in my view. But a lot of my 
objections are probably irrelevant. 
For example, we all know what Main 
Street Southampton looks like. This 
movie was made in a small town in 
northern Minnesota. (Southampton is 
very, very expensive to film in). Excel- 
sior, Minnesota looks nothing like the 
Hamptons. But moviegoers probably 
won't notice. 

Another thing is that the mansion 
under construction next door to the 
novelist, actually built, or a facade of 
it actually built, is rather small pota- 
toes. Other than the noise of construc- 
tion bothering the neighbor, it would 
not stand out whatsoever alongside 
hundreds of other homes you can see 


in the Hamptons today. Outrageous it 
isn’t. : 

Other problems with the movie 
seem to me to have been caused 
by the fact that the film, halfway 
through the shooting, was stopped 
by the pandemic and abandoned. 
Then two years later it was restarted 
with a new name, a new director and, 
well, a screenplay by new writers who 
are, in my opinion, just awful. It is 
presented as a comedy. Nothing was 
particularly funny. The dialogue was 
awkward, the characters poorly de- 
veloped, and the outrageousness of 
the rich is presented as if they are.all 
like this, caught up in who can build 
bigger, bigger and biggest. (Some rich 
are like that.-Most, no.) 

These celebrated actors do their 
best with this awful script. But the 
film trudges along with nothing really 
coming of it other than this retired 
novelist occasionally hinting he has 
a plan, and then, well, at the end, he 
executes it. 

I won’t give it away. But let me quote 
from another viewer who posted an 
online review. 

“The buildup was strong... But the 
ending was so anticlimactic, poorly 
scripted... with no true resolve, plot 
holds and confusion. ... (And) the 
main plot device wasn’t even impor- 
tant to the film at all.” It got one star. 

The film is in theaters now and also 
streaming on Amazon and YouTube 
for an outlandish, jaw-dropping, er, 
6 bucks.

F rom the rich and famous who ad- 
vocate for various causes, to the 
homegrown grassroots community or- 
ganizers, the East End has no shortage 
of influential donors and volunteers 
fighting the good fight daily. 

And these days, there are plenty of 
struggles that people are facing, from 
the lingering effects of the COVID-19 
pandemic to inflation and an increas- 
ing sense of divisiveness among the 
public, just to name a few. But who 
stood out from the benevolent crowd 
of do gooders in the past 12 months? 

Here are our Dan’s Papers People of 
the Year for 2022. 


FROM HERE TO UKRAINE 
After millions of Ukrainians fled 
the Russian invasion that has caused 
widespread suffering across the East- 
ern European nation beginning in 
February 2022, some East End resi-

dents headed into the fray to assist in 
person. 

They include a chef who brought 
food and other supplies to volunteers 
on the front lines, a rabbi who flew to 
Poland to aid refugees at the Ukrai- 
nian border and a Mattituck couple. 

“We're supposed to understand 
what it feels like to be refugees, to un- 


derstand their plight, to understand ° 


and to really have empathy for their 
experience,” said Rabbi Josh Franklin 
of the Jewish Center of the Hamptons, 
whose trip preceded Passover, which 
commemorates the Isrealites’ exodus 
from ancient Egyptian slavery. “Now 
we're going to make sure we can help 
other people who are going through 
that same experience that we went 
through.” 

Franklin said that as a descendant 
of German refugees who fled the Na- 
zis in the 1930s, he needed to answer 
the call to assist those displaced by 
the biggest attack on a European na-

tion since World War II. His five-day 


trip in April was part of a rabbinical — 


mission with a delegation of American 
and Israeli rabbis in partnership with 
on-the-ground refugee aid organiza- 
tions, including the Jewish Commu- 
nity Center of Krakow. 

Across the border in Ukraine, 
Kristofer Kalas, the chef/owner of the 
restaurant Hello Oma in East Hamp- 
ton, traveled across the war-torn na- 


‘ tion with a band of volunteers trying 


to assist those in the middle of the 
conflict. His calling came from the 
fact that his family had split their time 
between the South Fork and his wife’s 
homeland for several years. 

“My focus is making sure that 
there’s still a Ukraine for my daughter 
to grow up in,” Kalas told Eyewitness 
News. “We have so much that we can 
do and each day is not enough so we 
just, we just try to focus one day at a 
time and keep things moving.” 

On the North Fork, Dr. Tom Mercier 
and his wife Barbara, a nurse, report- 
edly flew to Poland and crossed the 
border into Ukraine in March to help 
treat casualties. 

“When the war started, something 
in my heart said, ‘How can we not go?” 
Barbara told The Suffolk Times. “We 
had been there. These were people we 
knew. They were crying out for help.” 


OUR FATHER 
Father Alexander Karloutsos, head 
of the Dormition of the Virgin Mary 
Greek Orthodox Church of the Hamp- 
tons, was among 17 people who Presi- 
dent Joe Biden presented the nation’s 


highest civilian honor, the Presiden- 
tial Medal of Freedom, in July. 

The honors were awarded during a 
ceremony at the White House, where 
the president shared why each re- 
cipient was chosen. Biden described 
Father Alex, who has counseled sey- 
eral U.S. presidents and is assistant to 
Archbishop Demetrios of America, as 
“one of my dear friends.” 

The 17 honorees “have overcome 
significant obstacles to achieve im- 
pressive accomplishments in the arts 
and sciences, dedicated their lives to 
advocating for the most vulnerable 
among us and acted with bravery to 
drive change in their communities, 
and across the world, while blazing 
trails for generations: to come,” the 
White House said. 

“I take special pride in the bestowal 
of this honor upon Father Alex, and 
am delighted that he is now receiving 
national and international recogni- 
tion,” said Dr. Anthony J. Limberakis, 
Commander of the Order of Saint 
Andrew, Archons of the Ecumenical 
Patriarchate. 


STARGAZER’S SAVIOR 

Art is a tie that binds the East End, 
and few public pieces evoke such an 
outpouring as late artist Linda Scott’s 
iconic “Stargazer” sculpture, widely 
considered the unofficial welcome 
sign for travelers approaching the 
Hamptons. 

But after three decades spent ex- 
posed to the elements, the 50-foot 
sculpture of a deer with a branch in 
its mouth had seen better days. Af- 
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ter years of being held together with 
patches and repairs, builder David 
Morris gave it a total restoration that 
was completed in November. It was no 
small feat. 

“Everything that was there before 

except for the steel was taken off and 
redone, stripped down to the bare 
bones,” he said, describing the extent 
_ of work required to properly refurbish 
the beloved landmark. “It’s exactly 
the exact same shape. I painstakingly 
made it the exact same. Exactly. If you 
look at it you'll see,” explained Morris, 
who was partners with Linda Scott 
and helped fabricate “Stargazer” ac- 
cording to her vision when it first went 
up more than 30 years ago. 
_ The Manes American Peace Prize 
_ Foundation, run by Lindenhurst or- 
thopedic surgeon Dr. Harvey Manes, 
donated the bulk of necessary funds, 
to the tune of $100,000, last fall, and 
FLAG Art Foundation in Manhattan 
gave $50,000, all of which is managed 
and protected by a Brooklyn-based 
nonprofit called the Arete Living Arts 
Foundation. Additional pledges were 
given through lindascott.org and the 
“Stargazer” GoFundMe page. 

Along with the monetary donations, 
Sherwin Williams gave paint, GO So- 
lar donated lighting, and Morris said 
Ed Quiros of Stucco of the Hamptons 
was instrumental in getting the sculp- 
ture over the final hurdle by coating it 
with beautifully applied stucco, which 
has a relatively smooth surface that 
should keep the structure protected 
for years to come. 


ON YOUR MARKS 

The list of people who have run from 
Montauk to Manhattan to raise money 
for a cause close to their heart is as long 
as the island itself, but it is no less im- 
pressive each time someone does it. 

Among the latest to tackle this tall 
task was 22-year-old Matthew Fer- 
tig of Brooklyn who made the trek in 
November with the goal of raising 
money for Everytown for Gun Safety, a 
nonprofit advocating for gun law re- 
form. His run was in response to a 
gunman killing 17 people at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School in 
Parkland, Fla. on February 14, 2018. 

“I was a senior in high school when 
the Parkland shooting happened and 
know several people that lost friends 
and family that day,” he said. “Sadly, 
four years later, we have made little 
progress in the fight to prevent gun 
violence and mass shootings in this 
country.” 

Everytown for Gun Safety (every- 
town.org) was formed in 2013 for the 
purpose of educating the public about 
the detrimental effects of illegal guns 
in order to reduce gun violence in the 
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United States and to lessen the bur- 
dens of government by assisting local 
governments and law enforcement 
agencies in their efforts to develop 
effective policies that would combat 
illegal guns. 


ROCKIN’ RABBI 

Rabbi Marc Schneier, leader of The 
Hampton Synagogue in Westhampton 
Beach, has been as busy as ever in his 
bid to effect positive change wherever 
he goes. The influential East End rab- 
bi helped open the first-ever kosher 
kitchen in Qatar to feed Jewish soccer 
fans who traveled to the Muslim na- 
tion that hosted the monthlong FIFA 
World Cup series. He announced the 
kitchen, which was under the supervi- 
sion of Rabbi Mendy Chitrik of Istan- 
bul, who is also chairman of the Alli- 
ance of Rabbis in Islamic States, and 
his son, Rabbi Eliyahu Chitrik. The 
kosher food included the baking of the 
first bagels in Qatar and other Jewish 
delicacies. 

“The leadership of the State of Qatar 
is performing a mitzvah by making 
kosher food available for members of 
the worldwide Jewish community, in- 
cluding those traveling from Israel,” 
Schneier, who is also president of the 
New York-based Foundation for Eth- 
nic Understanding, said at the time. 
“Furthermore, the Qataris have stood 
by and followed through on every com- 
mitment that was made to welcome 
Jewish fans to this prestigious event.” 

Qatar has no indigenous Jewish 
community or kosher food produc- 
tion, which made it harder for Jewish 
football fans to share in the celebra- 
tion of the World Cup, which ended 
December 18. It also has no relations 
with the State of Israel, but ran direct 
flights from the Jewish state for the 
duration of the competition. 

His synagogue is also advancing ef- 
forts to build Jack’s House Children’s 
Center, named for Holocaust survi- 
vor Jack Gora, a founding benefactor 
of the center who died in 2020. The 
building was dedicated in July. Phase 
one was a project that cost more than 
$13 million. The Hampton Synagogue 
heeds to raise up to $7 million more 
for phase two. 

“It’s the oldest commercial build- 
ing in Westhampton Beach,” Schneier 
said of restoring the historic property, 
which is displaying brilliant artwork 
by master glass sculptor Dale Chihuly, 
including the first menorah the artist 
has ever created. “Truthfully, it’s like 
a museum,” Schneier said of the new 
children’s center.

ehind The Hedges used Suffolk County deed 

transfers available through December 31, 2022; to 
compile a list of the top commercial sales on the East 
End, from Montauk to Riverhead Town, as well as 
consulting with brokers and brokerages. We will up- 
date this list if we discover any other large commercial 
sales that closed before the New Year. For now, here’s 
our top 22 commercial sales of ’22. 

1) 66 Newtown Lane, East Hampton | 

$28 million 

It is no surprise, even when the building traded 
in an off-market deal on June 1, that it would be the 
biggest commercial sale of the year. The sale of the 
20,000-square-foot multi-use building is the largest 
ever within any village business district on the East 
End, according to Hal Zwick and Jeff Sztorc of Com- 
pass Commercial, who put the deal together, repre- 
senting the buyer and the seller. The buyer is listed in 
deed transfers as Benchmark 66 Newtown LLC, alow- 
key investment entity. According to property records, 
the seller was 66 Newtown Corp, a private 
family entity, which bought the propertyin 
1997 for just $4 million. 

The two-story building contains nine 
retailers on the ground level and 12 
office suites on the second floor. The 
1.126-acre property also boasts a dedi- 
cated parking lot in the rear, a rarity 
for a village commercial property. Since 
the sale, Sant Ambroeus, an Italian eatery 
and coffee bar with locations in Southampton 
Village, New York City and Palm Beach, opened in the 
restaurant space, the longtime home to Babette’s res- 
taurant, which closed in October of 2021. 

2) Hobby Lobby building, 1414 Old Country 

Road, Riverhead | $14.777 million 

A 55,000-square-foot building in Riverhead, home 
to Hobby Lobby, sold quietly on July 22. The free- 
standing building, built in 2021, is sited on a 12.08- 
acre parcel that sits at the corner of Osborn Avenue 
and Old Country Road. Flora & Irwin LLC sold the 
property to Hoblob 58 LLC, a private investor. The 
deal was brokered by Michael Tuccillo and Matthew 
Klang of the Tuccillo Group at Marcus & Millichap, 
a leading commercial real estate brokerage firm spe- 
cializing in investment sales, financing, research and 
advisory services. 

3) Atlantic Hotel, 1655 County Road 39, 

Southampton | $13.55 million 

Coming in at third place is the sale of the Atlantic 
Hotel, which sold on April 12. Anthony Cerio of the Ce- 
rio Natter Team of Brown Harris Stevens, which bro- 
kered both sides of the deal, sold this property for the 
second time. The four-acre property includes 62 hotel 
rooms, a dining area, a large heated pool, an outdoor 
lounge area and two tennis courts, plus plenty of park- 
ing. Hampton Resorts LLC purchased the property in 
November of 2015 for $5.7 million. The new owner is 
listed as ESC Southampton LLC.

4) Wainscott Inn, 3720 Montauk Highway, 
Sagaponack | $12.3 million 
The nearly 7-acre, year-round hospitality mainstay 
had been on the market for several years when it sold 
on June 21. Despite its name, Wainscott Inn is tech- 
nically located in the Village of Sagaponack, just west 
of Wainscott. It includes a main inn building, five cot- 
tages and three motel units that provide a total 
of 36 rooms.

9) Offshore Sports Marina, 408 West Lake 

Drive, Montauk | $6.5 million 

The iconic and shuttered Liars’ Saloon was sold 
when Offshore Sports Marina changed hands in July.

also sold the Wainscott Inn — represented the seller

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Art: Dr. 
Klaus Ottmann Talks James Brooks 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


ollowing our unorthodox cover 

last week, the January 13, 2023 
cover of Dan’s Papers features a piece 
by late East End painter James Brooks 
(1906-1992). The Missouri-born, 
Texas-raised and New York-settled 
painter is best remembered for his 
1940 mural in the Marine Air Termi- 
nal at LaGuardia Airport, for his sta- 
tus as one of the Irascible 18 abstract 
expressionists who protested a 1950 
modern art show at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art and for his home/stu- 
dio in Springs, once shared with his 
artist wife Charlotte Park, that’s now 
considered one of America’s 11. most 
endangered historic places. 

The art on this week’s cover, a 1982 
painting titled “Eastern,” was provid- 
ed to us by the Parrish Art Museum 
in Water Mill, long ahead of the paint- 
ing’s inclusion in the upcoming exhi- 
bition James Brooks: A Painting Is a 
Real Thing, scheduled to debut at the 
museum on August 6. Guest curated 
by Dr. Klaus Ottmann, the exhibition 
will be a “comprehensive survey of 
significant scope comprised of some 
50 paintings drawn from public and 
private U.S. collections,” according 
to the museum’s website. The show 
offers an overdue retrospective of the 
artist’s fascinating four-decade career 
and diverse range of art styles, as well 
as an insightful 125-page catalogue 
featuring a chronology, bibliography 
and interpretive essays by Ottmann 
and other experts. 

We spoke to Ottmann about the cov- 
er art, Brooks’ career and the August 
exhibition at the Parrish Art Museum. 


How is James Brooks’ “East- 
ern” representative of the artis- 
tic voice found in his work? 

I would say it’s representative of his 
later style. He had several periods that 
he went through, and in that sense, 
this is basically his last style. There 
are a lot of works in the exhibition in 
that similar style. 


While Brooks avoided sticking 
to one dominant style, how are 
his works categorized in terms 
of period and style? 

As I was working on the exhibition

— which is going to be chronologi- 
cal and inclusive of his entire artistic 
development — and writing the essay, 
I was trying to come up with head- 
ings (for the different sections) but I 
couldn’t really find any good ones. I 
ended up, in the essay, just using Ro- 
man numerals I, II, II, [V and so forth. 
But there are particular eras. It’s a 


little complicated because he evolves 
from a realist artist who was trained 
in this very Southwestern style when 
he was in Dallas, but then there were 
all these interruptions. He came to 
New York, started to develop his style 
and get into abstraction, but then he 
was sent to Europe for the war. He be- 
came a combat artist, and, of course,

he couldn’t really follow up on the 
interest he had developed for abstrac- 
tion and went back to a more realistic 
style. 

It was not until later, when he came 
back after the war. Of course a lot had 
happened during his absence, with 
Jackson Pollock becoming this really 
famous artist and abstract expres- 
sionism was basically created. He had 
to deal with that, he’d absorb some of 
that, and he was able to come back 
into it. So it was a continuous develop- 
ment with some interruptions. 


_- In my view, he really came into his 


own in the 1940s. Around 1946 he 
had this breakthrough where he dis- 
covered the particular canvas he was 
using let a lot of paint through to the 
back, and he noticed that there were 
images developing on the backside, 
on the reverse of his canvas, that were 
sometimes more interesting than what 
was on the front. He developed this 
staining technique that other artists 
later adopted as well, and I think that 
was his real stylistic breakthrough, 
but he didn’t stick with that. It was 
just a period that helped him to loosen 
himself more, and he continued to do 
some of these stained paintings for 
a period of time, but then he moved 
away from that. But that really helped 
him to develop his very own style, and 
it gave him the freedom to fully dive 
into abstractions and go toward the 
kind of style that is represented in this 
cover image. 


Are the colors, brushstrokes 
and title of “Eastern” intended 
to convey a deeper meaning? 

I doubt that. Most of the titles were 
completely made up — not all of them 
but most of them. He always tried to 
not put too much clear meaning into 
his paintings. He did tend to, in his 
later works, lean toward brighter col- 
ors, but I wouldn’t interpret much into 
it. There are very few paintings that 
are clearly identified by title. There’s 
one he made about JFK, one he made 
about (Igor) Stravinsky that’s in the 
show ... but for most of the works, he 
really tried to not make it too easy for 
people to come up with some interpre- 
tation, which I think is great. 


How is the evolution of Brooks’ 
abstract expressionism unique 
to that of his contemporaries? 

He was not as much of an inter- 
rupter, like some others and Pollock, 
but he was more of a synthesizer who 
would bring a lot of elements together. 
... His character was very different. 
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He was quite successful, but he wasn’t 
a big star like Pollock and Rothko ... 
and I think it’s really great that this 
exhibition will show more of his work 


and what he'd been doing. It was like: 


an abstract regionalist style that could 
only be developed there. He wasn’t 
there for most of it, but-he got a little 
bit of it, and he kept going back to 
Dallas. ... There was this strong con- 
nection to the regionalist style that 
was very specific to Dallas that had an 
influence on him and made his work 
look very unique. 


What is your goal or approach 
to curating James Brooks: 
Painting Is a Real Thing? 

Ishould preface this by saying that I 
was brought in after the chief curator 
(Alicia Longwell) expressed her desire 
to retire, and they needed someone 
else to work on this. 

There are several reasons and goals 
for this exhibition. One is that the 
Parrish, which has had good rela- 
tionships with all these artists in the 
‘Hamptons and also Brooks, received 
a major gift of all these works in the 
estate. I think the Parrish was re- 
quired to do an exhibition. I had done 
an exhibition about 10 years earlier at 
the Parrish on Alfonso Ossorio, Jean 
Dubuffet and Jackson Pollock. ... 


I was very interested to learn about — 


_ James Brooks — who was Jackson 
. Pollock’s best friend and was very 
close to all the artists, one of the 
original so-called “Irascibles” — and

be. My main goal is to make this

artist better-known. 

Also, there are so many interesting 
stories about this artist, which are very 
unique. ... He was one of the few true 
combat artists in World War II. That’s 
a story that’s not that well known. The 
United States government actually 
did send visual artists — most of them 
were illustrators but some were really 
fine artists. Not many were very well 
known, but he was one of the better- 
known ones. They felt that in addition 
to having people there who would 
take photographs, (they should) have 
artists there as well with their sensi- 
bility to capture what was going on in 
the war in drawings, paintings and so 
forth... 

James Brooks created one of the 
most well-known and highly regarded 
murals during the WPA (Works Prog- 
ress Administration) years, which is 
still there and visible at LaGuardia 
Airport. It was probably the most am- 
bitious — in terms of size, content and 
scale — mural ever made in the United 
States, and that’s a remarkable story. 
There are so many different sides to 
this artist, and I think there hasn’t 
really been an exhibition or a pub- 
lication that has brought all of these 
various aspects of his life and of his 
work in one place. To really show his 


remarkable achievements in a new 
light is one of my goals. ... 

Would I have liked to meet Jackson 
Pollock in person? Yes, because he 
was a star and an interesting charac- 
ter. But the guy I would’ve really liked 
to spend an evening with is James 
Brooks because of all the things he 
could have told me; all the stories of 
his life are so amazing. I think he has 
such a rich life that’s really worth tell- 
ing. ... Brooks was, by all accounts, 
extremely well-liked, a very charming 
man, not a rebel or troublemaker like 
Pollock. ... He’s an artist who definite- 
ly deserves more attention. 


Would you like to share any 
closing thoughts or additional 
information? 

I’m very happy to be able to work at 
the Parrish again. I worked there for 
two years; I did four exhibitions there. 
Then I went to The Phillips Collection 
for about 12 years, and I retired there 
just a few months ago. It’s really nice 
to be back at the Parrish and to do an- 
other exhibition there, so I’m particu- 
larly pleased to do that.

had to ride from Long Is- 

land to the airport in West- 
chester to catch my XO flight 
to Palm Beach.

toes column might not be for wine snobs, 
but, in deference to those particular 
oenophiles, I will say this wine, this boxed 
wine, is perfectly quaffable. “Quaffable,” for 
those who aren’t wine snobs, means it is easy 
and pleasant to drink a lot of it. Drinkable 
might suffice as a definition, but again, quaf- 
fable was a nod to the wine snobs. 

Just so the lede isn’t buried, this boxed 
wine, GEA by Root:1 2020, retails for $24 and 
holds the equivalent of four bottles of wine. It 
is Chile’s first certified sustainable winery. In 
this 100% sustainable blend is cabernet sau- 
vignon and pais, Chile’s ancestral grape vari- 
ety..Just 40% of the wine remained in contact 
with French and American oak during only 
four months. 

What this wine isn’t is a California caber- 
net. It actually tastes a bit more old-world-

style. Though medium-bodied, it’s still quite 
a bit lighter, and far less oaky, than a Califor- 
nia cabernet. Super easy to pair with food, it 
is an excellent table wine. 

So, the question one might have is why 
purchase a simple, easy-to-drink, boxed 
wine? One answer might be because of its 
portability — think four bulky and breakable 
glass bottles, as compared to one relatively 
small, compact box. 

In this case, picnics and larger outdoor 
gatherings immediately come to mind. But, if 
one is the only red wine drinker at home, this 
boxed wine allows you to enjoy a fresh glass 
of red without worrying about the other three 
glasses left in the bottle. Often after opening 
a bottle of wine, it becomes a game of “beat 
the clock” worrying about how long the left- 
over wine will still taste good. But this box, 
once opened, stays fresh for about two weeks 
when stored in a fridge.

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Wading River Judge Theresa Whelan Leaves 
Legacy of Compassionate Leadership 


etired jurist Theresa Whelan of Wading River, 

who in 2018 became the first Democrat to win the 
Suffolk County Surrogate’s Court Judge seat in a cen- 
tury, died December 26 following a battle with cancer. 
She was 60. 

As the supervising judge of the Suffolk County Fam- 
ily Court, Whelan instituted reforms that helped pro- 
vide remote access to temporary orders of protection, 
and she was a catalyst of the FOCUS program that ex- 
pedites services addressing trauma and developmen- 
tal needs of children and parents in the courts. 

“She was a fair and compassionate jurist who served 
as a leader within the court system,” says Rich Schaf- 
fer, chairman of the Suffolk Democratic Committee. 
“She was a loving mother and wife, and a great friend.” 

Born on January 21, 1962 to John and Joan Bryant, 
Whelan graduated from Sayville High School. She 
received a BA in English and a Master of Science in 
policy analysis and public management from Stony 
Brook, then graduated Albany Law School in 1988. 

She began her legal career as a Suffolk assistant 
county attorney. She later served as senior law clerk 
to Supreme Court Judge Eli Wagner in Nassau County 
and principal law clerk in Suffolk County for Supreme 
Court Judge Mary M. Werner and, later, Supreme

Court Judge William B. Rebolini. 

She took the bench herself in 2008. In Family Court, - 
she heard primarily child abuse and neglect cases and . 
presided over Family Treatment Court, where she 
worked to safely reunite families. Then as Suffolk’s 


Surrogate judge, she presided over proceedings for 
wills, trusts and estates as well as guardianship. 

Whelan was the lead judge of the Suffolk County 
Court Improvement Project, a collaborative of judges, 
lawyers, child welfare specialists and mental health 
professionals creating innovative court practices to 
help troubled parents safely care for their own chil- © 
dren. She was recently appointed to serve on the NY 
State Commission on Parental Representation, which 
is tasked with holding public hearings and reporting 
on the status and quality of lawyers representing par- 
ents in child welfare cases. She was also past president 
of the Suffolk County Women’s Bar Association. 

She and her husband, Suffolk County Supreme 
Court Justice Thomas F. Whelan, recently celebrated 
their 32nd anniversary. They raised two children, Jo- 
seph and Erin, and Whelan was a proud grandmother 
to Erin’s 1-year-old daughter Andrea. 

In her spare time, Whelan could often be found hik- 
ing, kayaking or spending time at the beach. She ran 
in several half marathons in recent years. 

She continued her dedication to the public good 
even after her cancer diagnosis, volunteering to par- 
ticipate in clinical trials, despite the risks, in hopes of 
helping find a cure. Her family, friends and former col- 
leagues remember her as someone who braved chal- 
lenges with grace and compassion. 

Whelan is survived by her mother, husband, son, 
daughter and granddaughter, as well as brothers Jack 
Bryant and Christopher Bryant; sisters Vaughn Bogu- 
cki and Victoria Yule; and many nieces and nephews.

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How to Create More Privacy on Your Property 


aM“ inviting backyard can serve as a welcome 
etreat from the hustle and bustle of daily life. 
After a long day at the office or an exhausting day 
spent transporting kids to and fro, it’s hard to resist 
the allure of a peaceful outdoor space in which to 
unwind. Privacy is a key component of any back- 
yard oasis, but many suburban homeowners need 
to tweak their landscapes if they hope to create a 
private outdoor space.

much upkeep and can last for generations. 

Homeowners who choose to plant for privacy will 
next have to decide which type of plants to add to 
their properties. Evergreens provide year-round 
privacy because they don’t shed their leaves, so 
these are the ones most often chosen when creating 
a living fence. A number of varieties of evergreen 
trees can do the job, but it’s important that home- 
owners consult with a landscape architect prior 
to choosing trees so they can ensure the trees will 
thrive when faced with the growing conditions on 
their properties. 

Leyland Cypress: The Arbor Day Founda- 
tion notes that-the Leyland Cypress is popular for 
hedges and boundaries, likely because a typical 
tree reaches a mature height of 60—70 feet and can 
spread as wide as 20 feet. The Leyland grows fast, 
which appeals to homeowners who can’t wait to es- 
tablish privacy. 

Green Giant Arborvitae: There are differ- 
ent varieties of the arborvitae, but the Green Giant 
tends to be the go-to option for privacy. The ADF 
notes that Green Giants will grow up to 3 feet per 
year until they reach maturity, providing a fast- 
growing option for privacy planters. The Green Gi-

ant can spread as wide as 20 feet at maturity, which 


is another attribute that makes it popular among ~ 


homeowners. 

Eastern White Pine: The ADF notes that the 
Eastern White Pine, which can reach heights of up 
to 80 feet, is favored in spacious yards. That’s likely 
due to its height and potential spread, which can 
reach 40 feet. Homeowners who choose the East- 
ern White Pine might like it for its resemblance to 
a Christmas tree, and, in fact, it’s widely used for 
that purpose. The privacy provided by this pine is 
significant, but it might be best suited to especially 
large properties. 

Whether it’s fencing or planting, homeowners 
have many options to consider as they seek to create 
more privacy on their properties.

Anthony Carter: Incoming Southampton Village Police Chief

Ae Carter is a seasoned law 
nforcement veteran with nearly 
three decades of experience ensuring 
public safety. Appointed deputy com- 
missioner of the Suffolk County Police 
Department in 2021 after 28 years 
with the NYPD, Carter will soon as- 
sume a new role as the chief of police 
for the Southampton Village Police 
Department. 

Carter began his career in law en- 
forcement in February 1994 after 
graduating from the police academy. 
He was a dedicated member of law en- 
forcement, rising up the ranks of the 
NYPD. He would serve in various roles 
in the department, overseeing strategy, 
logistics and operations throughout his 
tenure. 

In January 2021, Carter became the 
deputy police commissioner of admin- 
- istration and operations for the SCPD. 
He has created several new crime-fight- 
ing strategies, increased operational 
effectiveness and worked tirelessly to 
foster trust and partnerships with the 
communities throughout Suffolk. 

Carter holds a master’s degree in 
homeland security from the Naval 
Postgraduate School in California. He 
also holds a criminal justice degree 
from the City University of New York. 

Carter is no stranger to Long Island’s 
East End. He grew up in Manorville for 
most of his youth and frequently visit- 


ed the South Fork. From this personal 
experience, he has an understanding 
of the tasks that lie ahead, but it’s clear 
that his main priority is learning more 
about the communities that he will 
soon serve. 

“This is a great opportunity to lead 
a premier police department in South- 
ampton Village, while also getting 
to know a lot of the residents, busi- 


ness owners and the people who call - 


Southampton Village home,” he says. 
“I’ve spent the last several months 
researching. I’ve watched the record- 
ings of every board meeting from the 
last three years and that has helped 
me get a good understanding from the 
residents of what the biggest issues 
are. Many of these residents I haven't 
met yet. I’ve dedicated a tremendous 
amount of time and research to un- 
derstanding this community, that I 
will be proud to serve.” 

Unlike the NYPD and the SCPD, 
two of the largest urban and suburban 
police departments in the country, the 


Southampton Village Police Depart= 


ment has approximately 30 sworn 
officers. This is an asset, Carter says, 
when asked how this might impact 


- him in the role of chief. 


“I see it as advantageous to get to 
intimately know all of the members of 
the department, all of the civilian and 
sworn members,” he says. “This will 
create a great foundation for a hands- 
on approach to community policing, 


that I may not have had with the 
NYPD or the Suffolk County Police 
Department. 

“I have walked the streets of South- 
ampton Village to get a new under- 
standing,” he continues. “I’ve been in 
the community, met with clergy and 
talked to business owners. I’ve got 
an understanding of the traffic issues 
that have been problematic for many 
years. ... Come day one, I want to take 
a good, hard look at the quality-of-life 
issues. I want to address these with 
my other law enforcement partners 
through utilizing county and state 
resources to look at the traffic condi- 
tions and the other issues that the vil- 
lage faces.” 

Having three decades of experience 
in law enforcement, too, has its ad- 
vantages. The experience in New York 
City and Suffolk will prove valuable 
to Carter, come March 2023, when he 
assumes the role of chief. 

“In my 28 years with the NYPD, I 
served both in operational and ad- 
ministrative roles,” he recalls. “I 
worked on developing policies and im- 
plementing strategies both large and 
small. I have led and run commands, 
policy, strategy and operational ef- 
ficiency, which are things that I have 
been able to focus on. 

“I did three years in the transporta- 
tion bureau, which specialized in traf- 
fic control in New York City,” he adds. 
“This could be very beneficial for me, 


given the understanding of traffic and 
the work with external partners that 
I’ve done before in my career.” 

His work has touched on everything 
from routine traffic matters to presi- 
dential visits. 

Carter says innovative solutions 
must be implemented to address the 
issues facing Southampton Village. 

“I intend to develop new strategies, 
outside-the-box thinking, all aimed 
at mitigating some of the issues and 
preserving public safety,” he says. 
“My primary objective will always be 
working with the community, keeping 
all of our residents safe and providing 
for police officers to have the tools, 
resources, technology and support 
they need to effectively perform their 
duties. : 

“My immediate goal will be to un- 
derstand the challenges that are faced, 
be it in the busy summer months as 
well as in the off-season months, to 
develop a thorough understanding of 
Southampton,” he continues. “I am 
looking forward to getting to work to 
start solving some of the problems.” 

And when asked about his excite- 
ment for the task ahead, Carter says 
succinctly: “Even after 28 years in pub- 
lic service, it is still exciting and a pas- 
sion of mine.” ~
